UR  FOUNDING 
NARRATIVES 
TELL  US  not  only 
about  our  past,  but  also  about 
our  present  self-perception. 

Think  about  the  stories  you 
tell  about  how  you  chose  your 
profession,  how  you  fell  in 

love  with  your  spouse  or  how  you  became  who  you  are 
today.  We  emphasize  or  downplay  parts  of  the  stories 
based  on  the  context  we  are  in,  or  the  point  we  are 
trying  to  make.  Hopefully,  our  stories  are  always  based 
in  the  truth  of  what  actually  “happened,”  but  we  all 
know  that  in  describing  the  past  we  are  also  very  much 
describing  our  present.  Nations  are  no  different.  The 
choices  Americans,  Israelis  or  members  of  any  tribe 
or  faith  make  in  telling  their  histories  signal  the  core 
tenets  of  that  particular  people. 

As  we  are  about  to  celebrate  Passover,  it  is  worth  pausing 
to  consider  the  “choice”  we  Jews  have  made  in  designating  the 
Exodus  as  our  founding  narrative.  Not  Abraham,  not  the  giving 
of  the  Torah,  not  the  entrance  into  the  Promised  Land,  rather  it  is 
the  Exodus  from  Egypt  that  we  ritually  tell  over  and  over  again  - 
a  tale  of  an  oppressed  people  from  humble  origins  who  are  freed 
from  Egyptian  bondage  in  order  to  serve  God.  From  the  scene  of 
the  four  sons,  to  the  very  fact  that  the  word  Haggadah  derives 
from  the  Hebrew  root  “to  tell,”  this  is  a  story  that  must  be  told, 
interpreted,  understood  and  absorbed  by  people  in  dialogue 
with  one  another.  The  lessons  we  extract  from  our  history  - 
identifying  with  the  stranger  and  oppressed,  the  gift  of  serving 
God  -  are  all  contained  in  it. 

Most  importantly,  the  Passover  Seder  -  ever  ancient  and  ever 
new  -  continues  to  shape  the  contours  of  Jewish  identity.  In 
many  ways,  our  sitting  down  with  family  and  friends  serves  as 
a  yearly  checkup  on  our  Jewish  identity,  personally,  locally  and 
globally.  In  addition  to  the  four  questions,  we  should  also  ask 
what  are  the  present  challenges  and  opportunities  facing 
our  people.  Could  our  ancestors  of  old  have  imagined  our 
present  moment?  What  answers  must  we  generate  given  our 
new  circumstances?  By  focusing  on  our  sacred  history,  we 
not  only  bring  our  past  and  present  into  focus,  but  also  our 
anticipated  future. 

In  regard  to  the  message  of  Passover,  the  Haggadah  states, 
“This  wonderful  old  promise  how  constant  is  its  power!  It 
sweetens  all  our  sorrows  and  brightens  each  dark  hour.”  Our 
founding  story  has  provided  a  constancy  and  comfort  for  Jews 
throughout  the  ages.  It  is  the  anchor  to  our  past,  the  rudder  to 
our  present  and  the  horizon  ahead  of  us.  On  behalf  of  the  entire 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue  staff,  I  wish  you  a  sweet,  joyous  and 
kosher  Passover!

The  Spring  Dilemma  is  No  Dilemma  at  All 


Much  ink  is  spilled 

DISCUSSING  THE  ANNUAL 
DECEMBER  DILEMMA  -  the 

yoking  of  Christmas  and  Hanukkah.  This 
year  we  witness  a  much  more  interesting 
confluence  of  events  -  the  overlapping 
of  Easter  and  Passover,  festivals  of  equal 
gravity  deeply  tied  to  the  foundations  of 

each  religion. 

First,  both  Easter  and  Passover  are  forever  linked  as  spring 
holidays.  For  the  church,  which  believed  that  the  resurrection 
took  place  on  a  Sunday,  the  first  council  of  Nicaea  in  325 
determined  that  Easter  would  always  fall  on  the  first  Sunday 
after  the  first  full  moon  following  the  vernal  equinox.  By  the 
same  token,  the  rabbis  understood  the  verse  “You  go  free  on  this 
day,  in  the  month  of  Aviv”  (Exodus  13:4)  to  require  Passover 
to  be  celebrated  in  early  spring.  The  word  aviv  actually  means 
“fresh  ears  of  barley,”  indicating  that  the  barley  must  have 
ripened  or  else  an  extra  month  would  need  to  be  added  (hence,  a 
leap  year).  Given  that  Passover  begins  on  the  15th  of  Nissan  (and 
the  middle  of  a  lunar  month  is  always  a  full  moon),  Easter  and 
Passover  were  destined  to  coincide. 

Second,  in  both  festivals  nature  and  history  converge  to 
offer  a  resounding  message  of  hope.  The  renewal  of  spring 
amplifies  the  redemptive  events  that  Easter  and  Passover  both 
commemorate  and  anticipate.  Nevertheless,  history  takes  a 
front  seat.  Passover  is  all  about  the  family  of  Jacob  going  down 
to  Egypt,  fusing  together  as  a  single  nation  with  a  common 
experience,  and  celebrating  their  redemption  by  God.  Easter, 
according  to  the  new  Catechism  of  the  Catholic  Church,  is  the 
Christian  Passover.  Jesus,  during  what  may  have  been  a  proto¬ 
seder,  is  fated  to  become  the  paschal  lamb.  Through  his  death  he 
has  the  capacity  to  save  many.  For  Christians,  the  resurrection  on 
Easter  is  the  ultimate  redemption. 


Finally,  the  liturgy  of  both  Judaism  and  Christianity  focuses 
on  these  seminal  events.  Twice  a  day,  we  recite  in  the  third 
paragraph  of  the  Sh  'ma  that  we  will  remember  and  observe  all 
the  mitzvot  because  God  brought  us  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt. 
Similarly,  the  sacrament  of  communion  in  the  Christian  tradition 
reenacts  the  last  supper,  turning  history  into  a  lived  reality. 

For  all  their  commonalities,  however,  there  is  a  fundamental 
difference  between  Passover  and  Easter.  Whereas  they  both 
focus  on  deliverance  from  a  state  of  despair,  Easter  focuses 
on  the  redemption  of  the  individual  Christian,  while  Passover 
heralds  the  birth  and  redemption  of  a  nation.  From  this 
divergence  we  have  learned  something  very  important.  Judaism 
is  a  religion  with  two  New  Years.  In  the  context  of  the  Torah, 
Passover  occurs  in  the  first  month  of  the  year  (Nisan),  fusing 
together  the  beginning  of  a  new  year  and  the  birth  of  a  new 
nation.  It  was  only  much  later,  perhaps  influenced  by  Easter’s 
emphasis  on  the  individual,  that  Rosh  Hashanah  (occurring 
in  Tishrei,  the  biblical  seventh  month)  became  a  festival  that 
addresses  the  fate  of  the  individual.  The  retention  of  two  new 
years  in  the  Jewish  calendar  represents  the  effort  to  keep  these 
polarities  in  balance. 

Far  beyond  the  common  theme  of  gift-giving  in  December, 
the  spring  holidays  represent  the  foundational  narrative  for 
both  Judaism  and  Christianity.  This  is  but  one  example  of  the 
many  intersections  between  two  religions  that  have  so  much  in 
common.  This  and  other  topics  -  including  abortion,  the  role  of 
religion  in  shaping  public  policy,  and  the  afterlife  -  have  been 
the  focus  of  the  interfaith  dialogue  series  we  have  had  with 
Fr.  Ugo  Nacciarone  and  parishioners  from  St.  Ignatius  Loyola. 

If  you  are  interested  in  learning  more  about  different 
faith  groups,  engaging  in  meaningful  conversations  with 
members  of  another  faith,  and  learning  how  the  beliefs  of  others 
reinforce  our  own  traditions,  please  contact  me  directly  as  I  plan 
a  series  of  interfaith  dialogues  for  next  year.

A  fun-packed  afternoon  for  children  living  in  a  homeless  shelter!

WAS  PROUD  TO  join  nine  of  my  fellow  WEG  members 
at  Women  In  Need  (W-I-N),  a  homeless  shelter  for  women, 
children,  and  traditional  families.*  We  provided  an 
afterschool  program  of  arts  and  crafts,  music  and  healthy  snacks 
for  25  children  aged  6  to  12.  We  had  such  a  lovely  time!  The 
children  were  so  enthusiastic  and  every  volunteer  was  captivated 
by  their  energy  and  pride  in  their  work.  It  was  a  pleasure  to  help 
them  complete  their  projects  and  to  see  how  thrilled  they  were 
to  take  their  projects  “home”  with  them.  This  day  affected  me 
personally.  The  team  of  volunteers  that  came  was  wonderful. 
Working  with  these  children  is  an  emotionally  rewarding 


experience.  We  saw  only  a  very  few,  but  there  are  so  many  that 
could  benefit  from  an  experience  like  this.  My  wish  is  that  we 
could  expand  this  program  and  reach  more  of  them,  and  spend 
more  time  with  them. 


*There  are  240  families  and  over  400  children  staying  at 
W-I-N’s  East  100th  St.  shelter,  one  of  three  shelters  that  W-I-N 
maintains.  Children  either  attend  the  local  public  school,  or  if 
they  prefer,  they  can  be  bused  to  the  school  they  attended  before 
they  became  homeless.

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Experiencing  Passover

Every  year  we  read  in 

THE  HAGGADAH  that  every 
Jew  must  feel  that  he  or  she  was 
personally  freed  from  Egypt.  In  the  book 
of  Exodus  (13:8)  we  read:  And  you  shall 
explain  to  your  child  on  that  day,  “It  is 
because  of  what  God  did  for  me  when  I 
went  free  from  Egypt.”  This  verse  both  highlights  the  important 
role  of  the  child  in  the  celebration  of  Passover  and  personalizes 
the  experience  of  leaving  Egypt. 

Reading  the  Haggadah  is  certainly  one  way  to  learn,  but  how 
can  we  make  the  Passover  story  more  alive  at  the  seder?  Every 
day  I  ask  myself  similar  questions  about  how  best  to  educate  our 
learners  at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue. 

According  to  John  Dewey,  the  famous  American  philosopher 
and  educational  reformer,  people  learn  best  when  they  are 
actively  engaged  in  an  experience  rather  than  observing  the 
experience  passively.  Judaism  lends  itself  to  experiential 
education  because  of  the  focus  on  doing  with  regard  to  Shabbat, 
holidays,  Torah  stories,  morality  and  ethics.  In  an  age  when 
people  are  trying  to  form  connections  with  one  another  and  the 
world  at  large,  Judaism  has  laid  out  a  structure  for  us  to  connect 
through  various  experiences. 

While  all  Jewish  holidays  have  experiential  components, 
the  Passover  seder  is  the  quintessential  experiential  educational 
experience.  The  Passover  seder  includes  different  teaching 


modalities  such  as  storytelling,  asking  questions,  tasting, 
smelling  and  listening  to  help  us  connect  to  our  shared  past 
of  being  freed  from  slavery.  Tasting  bitter  herbs  is  a  physical 
experience  which  is  a  reminder  of  the  Israelites’  bitter  time  in 
Egypt.  Adding  engaging  activities  to  your  Passover  Seder  such 
as  costumes,  games  and  interactive  10  plague  kits  allows  for 
learners  of  all  ages  to  be  actively  involved  in  the  retelling  of  the 
Exodus  story.  Acting  out  the  story  can  bring  the  story  to  life. 
When  people  are  engaged  and  learning  from  one  another,  they 
will  form  deeper  connections  and  lasting  memories. 

What  children  will  remember  about  growing  up  Jewish  are 
the  experiences  they  have  in  Jewish  settings  and  with  their 
families.  Whether  it  is  Passover  or  any  day  of  the  year,  in  your 
home  or  in  the  Congregational  School,  creating  experiences 
which  allow  our  learners  to  connect  to  Judaism  and  foster  a 
sense  of  deeper  belonging  and  believing  is  what  will  set  them 
up  to  have  meaningful  Jewish  identities.  While  one  can  always 
check  the  exact  way  to  do  a  holiday  ritual,  content  alone  does 
not  create  deep  enduring  connections  and  love  for  Judaism. 
Experiencing  Judaism  with  friends  and  family  creates  lasting 
memories  which  allow  children  to  feel  connected  to  Judaism  and 
to  grow  up  with  a  sense  of  meaning  and  purpose  in  their  lives.
